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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Cederqvist does not teach 
automatically check-in said imported object, and to the contrary, Cederqvist teaches that the imported object is manually checked in 
because Cederqvist states that "you must specify" a "vender tag" and a "release tag" in order to identify the vendor and vendor's version for 
the object. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner submits that the vendor tag 
and release tag are specified as part of an import request (see page 96, paragraph 7, specifically the command "cvs import -m "Import of 
FSF v. 0.04" fsf/wdiff FSF_DIST WDIFF_0_04"). While the import request might be manually issued by the user, the import command 
automatically checks in the object as part of the import process. This is evidenced by Cederqvist's teaching that the import command is 
used to check in the object (see page 69, paragraph 2 and paragraph 5, sentence 1 that states "Use the import command to check in 
source for the first time") and the fact that adding files to a repository typically requires two separate commands: an "add" command to tell 
CVS that you want to version control the file and a "commit" command to actually check in the file (see page 43, section 7.1 ). As stated by 
the Applicant, Cederqvist makes it clear that the import command and not the add and commit commands is used for import operations at 
page 43. Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to have concluded that the check in operation is 
performed automatically when the import command is used to check in the source because only the import command is issued to check in 
the files and this import command does not require a separate "commit" command to initiate the check in operation. 
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
